ministry as springboard for his commentary, much of which is based on 
his work of the 1970s. Collins commentary on contemporary Catholic 
scholarship seems limited to noting where he is not cited. On the matter 
of the inclusion of women in the diaconate, he argues there is no need to 
separately argue for the historicity of women deacons, since early lan- 
guage includes the diakonia of both men and of women. 

The book could be useful to the specialist, especially relative to ecu- 
menical discussions about the diaconate limited to Western churches.
